CIRCULAR. 
To each and every Baptist Church of Christ 


in the State of Massachusetts. 


Dearnty Becovep Breturen, 

At a meeting held in Boston, May 26, 
1824, composed of Brethren from the 
Warren, Boston, Worcester, Sturbridge, 
and Old Colony Associations, the draft of 
the following Constitution was read, unan- 
imouslv approved, and it was resolved, 
that, afler being revised by a committee, 
it be sent for consideration to every 
church in the Commonwealih. It was 
iso resolved, that, provided three Asso- 
ciations agree to adopt it, the first meeting 
be held on the last Wednesday of Octo- 
ber, in the First Baptist Meeting House 
in Boston. 

Some of the advantages we hope to de- 
rive from such an union of those who hold 
one Lord, one faith, one baptism, we 
think will be the following : 

1. It will render us universally better 
acquainted with each other, and thus mul- 
tiply the bonds of Christian affection. 

2. It will enable us to afford substantial 
assistance to destitute churches in the 
Commonwealth. 

3. It will enable us to act with more 
system and effect in carrying on the con- 
cerns of foreign and domestic missions. 

$. It will enable us to do more to fur- 
nish our younger brethren, whom God has 


called to the ministry, with the means of 


education. 

5. It will enable us to unite with our 
brethren in other States in general efforts 
to promote the cause of Christ in connex- 
jon with our own denomination. Cenven- 
jons are formed and forming in Connecti- 
cut, Vermont, Maine, we believe in New- 
Hampshire and New-York, besides in sev- 
eral ofthe Southern States. We are de- 
sirous not to be behind them in any good 
work. 

We sincerely hope that you will take 
this subject up in church-meeting, and 
deliberate upon it, as soon as may be ; and 
if you approve of it, authorize your Del- 
egates in Association to go forward im 
taking measures for forminga Convention 
on principles such as those we have pre- 
sented to you.

The manner in which it is proposed to 
effect a general union of our churches and 
associations will be seen by the following 
draft of a CONSTITUTION. 

Article I. 


This Convention shall be known by the | 


name of ** The Baptist Convention of the 
State of Massachusetts.” 
Article If. Of Members. 

This convention shall be composed of 
Delegates, chosen by the several Associa- 
tions in Massachusetts, in such manner as 
each Association shall prescribe. 

2. The Number of Delegates which 
each Association may send to the Conven 
tion, shall be in the preportion of one 
Delegate to every five churches. 

3. Every member, before taking his 
seat, shall produce the certificate of his 
election as a Delegate, signed by the Clerk 
of the Association. 

Article III. Of Officers. 

The Officers of this Convention sha!l 
be a Moderator, a Clerk anda [I reasurer, 
together with such others as the future 
business shall render necessary. 

Irticle IV. Of the Moderator. 

The Moderator shall be chosen annu- 
ally, by ballot. 

2. It shall be the duty ofthe Moderator

2. The Treasurer shall keep in trust 
all monies belonging to the Convention, 
and shall pay none of them out, but upon 
an order signed by persons hereinafter to 
be named. 

3. Before entering upon the duties of 
his office, the Treasurer shall give bonds 
in the amount of dollars for the true 
and faithful discharge of his duties. 

Article VI. Of the Clerk. 

The Clerk shall be elected once in three 
years, by ballot. 

" 2. It shall be the daty of the Clerk to 
keep arecord of all the doings of the Con- 
vention, in a book provided for that pur- 
pose ; to conduct the correspondence ; 
to superintend the printing of the Minutes ; 
and to notify all the meetings. 

Article VII. Of Business. 

Theannual meeting of the Convention 
shall be opened by asermon, preached by 
a person appointed the preceding year. 

The business of the Convention shall 
be divided into Statistical, Charitable, and 
Miscellaneous. 


Article VIII. Of Statistical Business. 

Itshall be the duty of the Delegates 
from each Association to present to the 
Convention a full and correct list of all the 
churches belonging to the Association 
which they represent. This list shall 
specify the number of churches and of 
members at present ; the numbers added, 
dismissed, excluded and deceased, since 
the last meeting ; the number of licen- 
tiates, and the number of destitute church- 
es, belonging to the Association ; together 


with such information as the Convention the several churches annexed to their re- | 


may from time to time request. 

2. The whole or such part as the Con- 
vention shall direct of the information thus 
communicated shall be printed in the min- 
utes of their annual proceedings, and a 
copy sent to every Baptist church in the 
Commonwealth. 

3. The expense of printing the minutes 
shall be taken on an order from the Presi- 
dent from the treasury of the Convention.

ConsTITUTION of the General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches in the State of 
Connecticut, and vicrnity. 


Article 1. The style of this Conyen- 
tion shall be, ‘The General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches in the State of 
Connecticut, and vicinity. 


Art. 2. The object of this convention 
shall be, to assist the destitute Baptist 
churches im this state and vicinity, in sup- 
porting the regular ministry of the Gos- 
pel, and whatever else may tend to pro- 
iweote the edification of the churches in 
holiuess » andtn epread the inflnence of 
evangelical religion. 


Art. 3. This convention shall be com- 
posed of delegates from the Baptist 
churches in this state, and Vicinity, of the 
same faith and order as the present asso- 
ciated churches, under the following reg- 
ulations, viz. Each church shall be en- 
titled to one, or two, representatives, at 
its pleasure, but no more than two rep- 
resentative shall be allowed; and a cer- 
tificate of their appointment, from the 
church, shall entitle them to a seat in the 
convention for one year ; and no mem- 
ber of the convention shall, at the same 
time, représent more than one church. 


Art. 4 The convention shall meet an- 
nually on the second Weduesday of June, 
at 9 o’clock, A. M. at such place as they 
shall previously appoint ; at which time 
there shall be chosen by ballot, a Presi- 
dent, Vice President, Secretary, Treas- 
urer, and five Trustees ; who together, 
sball constitute a Board of Managers, for 
the transaction of business under the di- 
recti6n of the convention, during its re- 
cess; which Board shall annually report 
their doings to the convention. The 
Treasurer shall give competent security 
to the convention, for the funds in his 
possession ; which security shall be lodg- 
ed with the Secretary. The Treasurer 
shall take charge of all moneys and spe- 
cialuies belonging to the convention, and 
keep separate accounts of the amounts 
contributed for different objects, and ren- 
der regular accounts of them to the con- 
vention at its stated meetings ; and also to 
the Board when required. 

Art. 5. All moneys specifically desig- 
nated for missionary purposes, whether 
foreign or domestic, or any other objects 
coming within the scope of ihe operations 
of this convention, shall be faithfully ap- 
plied according to such specification. 

Art. 6. The President may call a meet- 
ing of the Board of Managers when he 
may deem it necessary; and of the con- 
vention itself, when requested by three 
members of the Board. 

Art. 7. In order that satisfaction may 
be given to the contributors, that their 
donations are faithtuily apphed, jast and 
clear statements shall be published anov- 
ally by the convention, both with respect 
to the moneys received, aud expended. 

Art. 8. No amendments shall be made 
to this constitution, but at an af 
meeting, and that by the consent of t 
thirds of the delegates present in the con- 
vention.

Resolved further, That said Convention 
may, from time to time elect a President, 
and such other officers and agents as_ they 
may find necessary or convenient ; may 
make by-laws respeeting the number, 
qualifications and duties of their officers 
and members ; prescribe the mode of 
elections and admission of members ; the 
time, place and manner of holding their 
meetings ; the number necessary to form 
a quorum, and all other by-laws and regu- 
Jations, the said Convention may deem 
necessary for the government and due 
regulation of its concerns, to promote and 
secure the essential objects of said Con- 

vention, as expressed in their Constitution, 
not repugnant to the laws of this State, or 
of the United States. 

Resolved further, That the first meet- 
ing of said Convention shall be holden at 
the Baptist Meeting-house in the City of 
Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, 
on the second Wednesday of June, A. D.

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


The Board of Managers of the Baptist 
Convention of the State of Connecticut 
and vicinity, agreeable to the require- 
ment of their constitution, offer to the 
Convention the following report of their 
doings. ‘To bring into operation the en- 
erzies of this religious body, designing the 
accomplishment of great objects, and pos- 
sessing no adequate means ; to give a just 
and proper direction to its efforts ; and 
to apply its miniature funds ; to select 
wisely from the multitude of conflicting | 
claims presented to us, those which ought | 
first to occupy our attention ; and to de- 
cide judiciously upon those measures best 
calculated to promote the views of the 
Convention, were the duties assigned to 
this Board. Under a deep sense of the 
difficulties attending a proper discharge 
of these duties, the Board entered upon 
its labours. It cannot be expected, that 
in the short space of time which has elap- 
sed since the organization of the Conven- 
tion, much should have been effected in 
any one department of the contemplated 
service. And yet, we would render hum- 
ble thanks to God, who, by his blessing 
enables vs to say, that much, very much 
has been effected, which we trust will be 
to the pruse of his grace when our labors 
and lives shall have ceased. With refer- 
ence to a resolve of the Convention, at its 
last meeting. the board convened for the

‘The total num- 
ber, received since the commencement 
of this revival.as nearly as we can ascer- 
tain at present, is something upwards 
of 500. The greater proportion, by 
far, of these converts are young per- 
sons of both sexes, from fourteen to 
twenty-one years of age. The re- 
lation they have given of a gracious 


‘work on their souls. (generally speak- 


ing) exceeds any thing of the kind we 
have ever witnessed; They have found 
in Jesus not only a complete Saviour 
in every point, suited to their need ;

We beg the liberty of closing our 
communication with a few remarks ; 
Ist. That the progress of this revival 
has been hitherto prospered in propor- 
tion to the use of such means as were 
adapted to the condition and capaci- 
ties of the congregation to which they 
were addressed. Prayer has _ been 
abundantly blessed : We have seen of- 
ten, that a congregation who were seem- 
ingly unaflected by preaching, melt- 
ed, and dissolved under prayer : Sing- 
ing the praises of God has been very 
much prospered ; especially, if in the 
intervals of singing, exhortation and 
prayer were judiciously used. 2d. 
Preaching in the plain and pure sim- 
plicity of the gospel, never fails to have 
the most salutary effect, especially if 
mixed with warm and affecting appeals 
tothe hearts and consciences of the 
hearers; But systematizing, specula- 
ting and polemic preaching has been 
lost and more than lost: Hungry souls, 
starving for the life-giving bread, and 
anxiously crying “ what must we do 
to be saved,”’ attend preaching through 
every difficulty, and are all attention. 
The unwary preacher either tells them 
a long story about the final persever- 
ance of the saints in grace ; or else in- 
forms them, if they do not prove faith- 
ful they may finally fall into perdition. 
At other times he will inform them of 
the different opinions which this, that, 
or the other, sect or party believe and 
maintain, and sometimes he will spec- 
ulate deeply into the secret purposes 
and councils of God, of which he is 
propably as ignorant as his anxiously 
inquiring hearers. Is it any wonder 
that they go home disappointed and 
discouraged, and no real good is done ? 

We would not wish to be understood, 
that we disapprove of all systematic or 
polemic preaching; but “to every 
thing there is a season, and a tine to 
every purpose under the heavens.” 
We, therefore, ardently pray, that eve- 
ry minister of the gospel of Jesus Christ 
may be directed by the Holy Spirit of 
God, to use every laudable means 
suitably adapted to promote the pros- 
perity of Zion and the increase of our 
Redeemer’s kingdom ; “ and that the 
whole earth may be filled with his glo- 
ry.”
